THE HISTORY OF” 
AUSTRALIAN: 


It is ou fnirly safe assertion that it 
wus not until Moy 27, 1878 that, like 
some new planet, Australian cricket 
§wam into the ken of “the ‘man in 
the street.” Of this the stery will be 
told in due time., But for the cric- 
keters and the cricketing public—(as 
opposed to the man in the . street) 
| Australian cricket was ‘definitely on 
the map before this. No doubt the 


‘T first two tours, the story of which has 
already been written, had raised the: 


interest considerably. . Four’ years 
later, in 1864, a visit from a tearh of 
aborigines reminded people that there 
was such a place. 


But It was in 1873, ten years after 
the lust English trip to Australia that 
the ncxt teum sect out under the 
leadership of W. G, Grace, who by 
that time was in the hey-day of his 
fame as te lending cricketer among 
the younger amateurs. This no doubt 

{had the effect of concentrating at- 
tention on the dolngs of the English 
team, But it must be remembered 
that in carly days:ericket in Aus- 
tralin was a very remote thing to the 
English of those days. Letters took 
over two months and reading the 
accounts of matches was rather Mke 
rending, post history! Later of course 
tho advent of the submarine cable put 
the néws Jn the next day's papers and 
helped o lot and now In most coun- 
trics you can sit.in your own arme 
chair and jisten to o running com- 
mentary of the game, and hear the 
cheers of the crowd ‘and the un- 
mistakable sound of the bat hitting 
the bull.

Australian cricket was definitely on 
the map before this: No doubt the 
first two tours, the story of which has 
alrendy been written, had raised the 
Interest considerably. Four years 
Jater, in 1868, a visit, from a team of 
aborigines reminded people that there 
was such u. plnce. 


But it was jn 1873, ten years after 
the last English trip to Australia that 
the next team set out sunder” the 
lendership of W. G. Grace, who by 
that time was in the hey-day of his 
amonit 
the younger amateurs. This no doubt 
had the effect of concentrating . ate 
tentlon on the doings of the English 
team, But it must be remembered 
that In early days cricket In Aus~ 
tralla was a very remote thing to the 
English of those days.
